The number of Federal income 
tax returns made at the Federal

Murray’s Direct Testimony. 

Most of Murray’s direct testi 
mony, begun late yesterday, consist- 
ed of categorical denials or affirma- 
tions of questions asked by his 
counsel. Murray, at 56 a slender, 
dapper figure, wore a double-breast- 
ed suit with tie to match, 

“Did you have any intention of 
evading the income tax?” Rogers 
would ask, and Murray would re- 
ply, “I did not.” He gave the same 
answer when his counsel asked 
him whether he regarded his pay- 
ments from Pendergast and Pryor 
taxable. 

“As WPA Administrator,” Rogers 
asked, “did you éver have any in- 
terest in any contracts anyone held 
in connection with WPA work?” 

1 did not,” replied Murray. He 
gave the same reply in connection 
with local contracts relative to his 
capacity as Director of Public 
Works here. 

Denies Profiting on Prison Job. 

Turning to the $2,200,000 Boyle- 
Pryor prison contract at Jefferson 
City, on which Murray said he had 
an assignment for 25 per cent of the 
profits, Rogers elicited from Murray 
a statement he hadn’t received “a 
penny” from it. Thomas L. Far- 
rington, a St. Louis Police Com- 
missioner and insurance executive, 
has testified he got 330,000 for his 
fourth interest, but did not know 
if Murray got anything. He had 
a separate contract with the Boyle- 
Pryor company. 

Murray, who asserted his only 
“substantial” income in 1934 
through 1938 was from salaries as 
WPA official and local Public 
Works Director, which never to- 
taled more than $15,500 a year and 
were usually less due to local re- 
ductions, told how he came here in 
1926 as Public Works Director aft- 
er serving for four years as engi- 
neer of survey and plans for the 
State Highway Department, and 
met Pryor, an acquaintanceship 
which “ripened into intimate 
friendship.” He had met Pender- 
gast casually before coming here, 
he testified, but before long he was 
his intimate, also. 

Murray, who estimated $200,000,- 
00C was spent ty the WPA under 
this administration from June 1, 
1935, until last summer and about 
$2,500,000 here in street improve- 
ments alone when he was Director 
of Public Works during the five 
years covered by the indictment, 
conceded contracts were in accord- 
ance with city records introduced, 
adding they went “to the lowest 
and best bidder.” 

$4000 Pryor “Gift” in 1934, 

Telling of his friendship with 
Pryor, who has joined Pendergast 
in Leavenworth Penitentiary for 
Federal income tax evasion, Mur- 
ray, the only key figure of the 
Pendergast organization to stand 
trial, told how Mr. and Mrs. Pryor 
often entertained Mr. and Mrs. 
Murray and their three children. 
He had observed the generosity of 
the Pryors, he said, whom he re- 
garded as millionaires, so he 
wasn’t surprised when Pryor gave 
him $4000 in cash in October, 1934, 
after a campaign in Southeast 
Missouri when Murray, in ill health, 
was resting at the Pryor home. It 
was to defray a $3800 mortgage 
on his home, Murray said, quoting 
his alleged benefactor as directing: 
“You should pay that off and 
I’m going to give you the money 
to pay it off. I want you to leave 
at least the home for the missus 
and kids.” 
Murray, who said, in effect, the 
generosity of his friends had noth- 
ing to do with any official busi- 
hess nor was such a connection 
ever broached by them, said he 
usually but the Pryor money in his 
“safe deposit box.” 

Pryor “Christmas Gifts.” 
„Mr. Pryor generally gave me a 
substantial Christmas gift in the 
form of money,” Murray testified. 
He said that in 1934 his Pryor 
Christmas present was $1500 cash; 
in 1935 it was “approximately 
62000,“ some of which he spent; in 
1936 it was “about $2000,” and in 
1937, Murray testified, “I think it 
was $2000." The next year, 1938, 
it was $1500, he said. 

Besides the Christmas payments, 
Murray testified, Pryor paid about 
$1200 in 1934 for his political ca- 
paign contributions and furnished 


about $1200 in 1936 for political 


contributions, which Murray re- 
called was given him and then paid

He wrote: 

It is my understanding that two, 
possibly three, of these people were 
Communists. However, this is no 
defense of the actions of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation men. 
Even a Communist, under our Con- 
stitution, if charged with a crime, 
ought to be treated in a civilized 
manner. Our Constitution, accord- 
ing to my understanding, makes no 
distinction between men charged 
with crime. They are all entitled 
to have an attorney and are en- 
titled to confidential communica- 
tion with their attorney. They are 
entitled to fair, civilized treatment, 
but if these charges be true in this 
case, then the treatment accorded 
these people would, be a disgrace, 
not only because it is a violation of 
the common impulse of the human 
heart, but because it is a violation 
of our Constitution, that every citi- 
zen, regardless of his religious or 
political faith, shall be given equal 
justice and fair treatment.” 

Has Faith in Jackson. 

Norris emphasized that he did 
not wish to intimate that Jackson 
had failed to do his duty. This 
gave a political implication to the 
letter since Jackson, like Norris, is 
a liberal. 

“You know,“ he wrote, “I have 
faith and confidence in your abil- 
ity, in your wisdom, and in your 
courage, and if anything I have 
said can be construed as a criti- 
cism of your official action, I want 
it to be understood that it is con- 
structive. 

“I am willing to submit it to 
you and to your judgment. If, 
after making an investigation fully 
and completely, an investigation 
such as you know well how to make 
and are empowered to make, you 
reach a conclusion, I shall have 
faith and confidence in that con- 
clusion. I am not trying to insin- 
uate that you are in any respect 
trying to avoid doing your duty. 

I believe an investigation should 
be made in this matter, and it 
seems to me you are the best qual- 
ified person in our Government to 
make it. If the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has exceeded its au- 
thority, you have power to curtail 
it and to keep it within bounds.

Santa Anita Handicap, will stand 
until another, but never a more 
gallant, champion comes along. 

Pass Up $50,000 Laure. 

Howard and his famed old train- 
er. Tom Smith, considered sending 
Seabiscuit postward again, possibly 
in the $50,000 Gold Cup at Holly- 
wood Park here this summer, but 
decided against it, although it 
geemed reasonable to believe the 
thoroughbred could have added 
one more victory and another big 
urse to his record. 

Brilliant races, hard luck races, 
fabulous rewards and heart-break- 
ing setbacks stand out in Seabis- 
cuit's history. He was the handi- 
cap champion of the nation in 1937 
and 1938, and met defeat both 
years in the one race Howard 
wanted to win—the Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

In 1937 Rosemont edged him out 
by a nose. Stagehand repeated the 
trick in 1938— carrying 100 pounds 
to Seabiscuit’s top, 130. 

In November of the same year, 
Seabiscuit won what was then his 
greatest race. He defeated Samuel 
Riddles great War Admiral in 
their famous match race at Pim- 
lico. 

In 1936, when Howard, San Fran- 
cisco auto magnate, decided to go 
nto the racing game and engaged 
Trainer Smith, Seabiscuit belonged 
to the Wheatley Stable in the Hast. 
Son of Hard Tack by Swing On, he 
had raced 35 times as a two-year- 
old. He was unimpressive to every- 


‘ one—until Smith saw him. Looking 


tired and lean from a strenuous 
two-year-old campaign; possessed, 
it seemed, of little that was out- 
standing except a pair of sore 
knees, Seabiscuit was purchased 
for a song. 

Never Started Unprepared. 
Brought West, and under Smith’s 
areful handling, he began to make 

the turf world take notice in 1937. 
Triumphs continued in 1938. The 
little bay—he stands now but 15 
hands two inches—traveled back 
and forth, up and down the coun- 
try. He took on anything, but 
thanks to Smith’s shrewdness, 
never went to battle until ready. 

In February, 1939, preparing for 
his third crack at the Santa Anita 
Cap, Seabiscuit broke down. It 
looked like Pappys career was 
over. Experts said he would never 
come back. 

But he did. Smith nursed him 
like a baby. To Santa Anita the 
‘Biscuit came again this winter. 
Experts still said he'd never get to 
the post, and if he did, with top 
weight of 130 pounds, he’d never 
rin the big race. 

In his first start Feb. 9, he ran 
third. A week later he and his 
Argentine stablemate, Kayak II, 
were sixth and eighth. The experts 
nodded. But on Feb. 24 Seabiscuit 
and Kayak crashed back. They 
ran one-two in the San Antonio 
Handicap. 

And March 2, with 75,000 people 
roaring themselves hoarse, Seabis- 
cult reached his goal, with Kayak 
second. He won the Santa Anita 
Handicap.

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‘BIG THINGS’ ARE EXPECTED 
IF FINNS DECIDE TO FIGHT 
ON WITH ALLIED ASSISTANCE 


0 Big Problem, in the London View, Would Be 


Whether Norway and Sweden Would Al- 
low Passage of Troops—If They Refuse, 
Diplomatic Flareup Is Expected.

Yet it is 
taken for granted in London today 
that something will have to be 
done, and will be done, if Finland 
does decide to accept the blank 
check which Great Britain and 
France have handed it. 

Although the chances still are 
thought to be better than even that 
peace will be concluded, there will 
be the possibility, until the last 
minute, of a breakdown in the ne- 
gotiations. This possibility seems 
o be strengthened by the fact that 
the Russians, contrary to insistent 
reports, up until 10 o clock last 
night had not greatly modified 
their terms, and those terms, as 
they still stood at that hour, were 
not particularly palatable to the 
Finns. 

Speculation on Aid. 


Pending further definite news 
from Moscow, speculation was con- 
centrated today on the question of 
just exactly what the Allies would 
do if the Finns did decide to keep 
on fighting. Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain announced in the House of 
Commons yesterday that “both the 
British and French governments 
were prepared, in response to & 
further appeal from Finland, to 
proceed immediately and jointly to 
the help of Finland, using all avail- 
able resources at their disposal.” 

He did not say, however, whether 
this meant that the British and 
French might be prepared to vio- 
late Swedish and Norwegian neu- 
trality if those two countries re- 
fused to allow an expeditionary 
force to cross their territory. Since 
the previous refusal of the Swedes 
and Norwegians to allow a force 
to cross their territory has hitherto 
been cited by the Allies as the 
principal reason for their failure to 
send a real army to Finland, the 
whole question is still up in the 
air. 

The Allied offer of further help 
to Finland was made originally 
about a month ago and it was 
known to the Finns when they 
agreed to send a peace delegation 
to Moscow. Consequently, it is ar- 
gued, the Finns themselves must 
have had grave doubts regarding 
the possibility of receiving ade- 
quate help from the Allies. Since 
the Finnish delegation went to 
Moscow, however, the offer of help 
seems to have been renewed and 
strengthened in such terms that 
these doubts may have partly been 
dispelled. It is further understood 
that the Finnish delegation to Mos- 
cow has been made aware of the 
fresh Allied offer and it is hopel 
that its bargaining power will be

If the Finnish delegation does re- 
fuse the present Russian terms, be- 
cause of the promise of more assist 
ance from the Allies, it is thought 
possible here that the Russians 
may, in fact, modify their terms 
considerably and that an honorable 
peace may be possible. 

If Finland does decide to refuse 
the Russian terms, there is expect- 
ed to be an immediate appeai from 
Finland to the entire civilized 
world, accompanied by a special ap- 
peal to Sweden and Norway to give 
their full co-operation to the Allies 
in sending an expeditionary force 
This appeal would 
probably be followed immediately 
by an Allied appeal in the same 
vein and by a formal demand on 
Sweden and Norway to let Allied 
troops through. The two Scan uUna- 
vian countries might, conceivably. 
respond to such an appeal, in which 
case it would be up to Britain and 
France to send a real expedition to 
the north. If Sweden and Norway 
refused to respond, then, possibly, 
the Allies might take matters into 
their own hands. 

It seems more probable, however, 
that the Allies would simply have 
to continue to send volunteers and 
arms to the Finns as they are do- 
ing now but at slightly increased 
tempo. This, in turn, would prob- 
ably not give the Finns enough as- 
sistance to allow them to stop the 
Russians. 


Honoring a Blank Check. 


In any case, if the Finns refuse 
to settle matters with Russia now. 
the Allies will have to honor the 
blank check which they have given 
the Finns and will have to put 


all pressure at their- command on 
the Swedes and Norwegians to 
help them do it. If the Swedes 
and Norwegians refuse, there will 
be a first-class diplomatic flareup. 

The Scandinavians have hitherto 
countered the charge that they 
have prevented the Allies from 
helping Finland with the counter- 
charge that the Allies never did 
really intend to send an expedition- 
ary force northward in any case. 
The Allies, they have pointed out, 
have never even demanded per- 
mission for such a force to cross 
Norwegian and Swedish territory. 
Now, by announcing that they are 
prepared to do things in a big way 
if the Finns ask for it, the Allies 
have a least helped to deflate this 
charge and to square themselves 
“for the record.”

1. The question of how to accom- 
plish the blockade without getting 
into difficulty with neutral Powers. 

2. A desire first to find a solution 
of the British-Italian contraband 
dispute. 

3. The difficulty in maintaining a 
patrol squadron in Siberian waters 
with distant Hongkong as its near- 
est base. 


Goods Pile Up. 

Shipping men, arriving from Vla- 
divostok, say that considerable 
Gnantities of tungsten ore, antimony 
and rubber are being unloaded there 
by ships of Soviet, Japanese, Amer- 
‘can and other neutral registries. 
While most of this material is la- 
beled for Russia, the British insist 
that the greater part is destined for 
Germany via the long trans-Siberi- 


an Railway route. The stuff is pil- po 


ing up in Viadivostok faster than 
the inadequate, ill-organized Rus- 
sian railways can handle it. Freight 
Charges to Germany are enormous, 
ranging as high as $50 a ton. 

In somewhat lesser volume goods 
are moving out of Germany for the 
East over the same railway. These 
include only articles small in 


and high in value such as dyes, pre- 
cision instruments and special steel, 
destined chiefly for Japan. 

While the British believe that 
the quantity of contraband reach- 
ing Germany by way of the trans- 
Siberian railway has so far been 
small, they assert that this traffic 
must be stopped because goods of 
that type are vitally essential to 
Germany’s war industries and most 
difficult to obtain by other means. 
Difficulties of Plan. 

Japan has made it clear that it 
will be extremely resentful of any 
extension of British naval activity 
in North Pacific waters, and the 
British will not quickly forget Jap- 
anese reaction to the halting of the 
liner Asama Maru. Nor do the 
British wish trouble with Russia 
and China. 

The detention of the Soviet 
freighter Selenga at Hongkong 
with a cargo of Chinese ore ex- 
posed the British to a dilemma. 
The ore is an installment on Chi- 
na's payment for Russian muni- 
tions and airplanes used in the 
war against Japan.

HE prospect of a big offensive 
To the Western front this 
Spring, so clear a month ago, 
becomes dimmer with every day 
now.

Aircraft produc- 
tion figures were brought forward 
to show that some time in the sum- 
mer or fall of this year the Allies 
would catch up and pass the Ger- 
man output.

England con- 
fidently expected that food difficul- 
ties soon would become serious in 
Naziland. British Government 
statements harped on the subject, 
even including the famous pamph- 
lets conveyed to the Germans 
themselves by airplane. 

It now appears that a good deal 
of this was wrong. Allied hopes in 
the air seem destined to be illusory, 
and the recent British statement 
that the Allies had equaled Ger- 


many in aircraft production smells 
like propaganda. It may be true as 
to the total figures for all types of 
planes. Before the war started 
Britain was overproduced on cer 
tain kinds of aircraft, such as ad- 
vanced trainers and artillery ob- 
servation machines. These do not 
happen to be the types needed at

WISH to comment upon your recent 

editorial, “As Finland Dies.” You 
place the blame for Finland’s plight on 
the shoulders of the Allies. Are you not 
forgetting that the Allies are already up 
against an enemy and to defeat it they 
must exert themselves to the utmost? If 
we are not willing to send the sort of 
military aid that Finland needs, we cer- 
tainly should not condemn Britain and 
France for failing to do so. 

We should remember that Russia’s ag- 
gression against Finland is merely the 
last instance of a long series of violent 
acts by which the structure of interna- 
tional society has been ruined. Also our 
neutrality law, which refuses to permit 
any discrimination between an aggressor 
and a victim, has had a great deal to do 
with the sequence of aggressions during 
the last few years. 

Those who fear that aid to Finland, in 
terms of military supplies, would involve 
us in war should remember that no na- 
tion already engaged in a death struggle 
will tackle the United States in addition 
to its existing enemies. Through our 
tremendous power and resources, we 
could still do a lot to bring an end to 
aggressive war by giving assistance to 
victims of aggression. 

What is really needed, however, is a 
new and strong League of Nations, to 
which the United States must belong. No 
league which lacks the co-operaticn of 
the world’s most powerful single pation 
can ever succeed. The only way to world 
peace is the way of international co-op- 
eration, through which change by peace- 
ful means can be encouraged and change 
by ruthless violence opposed. 

Although the connection may not be 
apparent at once, it is perfectly true that 
if Finland dies, a heavy share of the re- 
sponsibility for her heroic death will rest 
upon our own shoulders.

Some eight years ago, in the days before we 
to think of the depression as the natural state of 
the nation, technocracy broke on the economic hori- 
zon with the giddy promise of an income of $20,000 
a year for every American family. 

In time, Howard Scott, the No, 1 technocrat, came 
to be considered more of an eccentric than & 
prophet. But before he faded from the scene, the 
Brookings Institution conducted a survey which 
showed that our economic machinery, if operated at 
full speed, would yield an average family income of 
nearly $3000 a year. 4 

That is a modest figure, to be sure, compared 
with the roseate vision of the technocrats, but it is 
ponderably more than anything we have been able 
to achieve in the six years since the estimate was 
made. For example, it is about $1100 more than the 
average family income for 1939. And this potential 
income was f@gured on the basis of existing plant 
capacity, not on the basis of the plant capacity we 
could create if our economic machine were going 
full tilt. | 

We have consistently fallen so far below our poten- 
tial production that we are beginning to feel quite 
frustrated about it. Yet, according to the National 
Industrial Conference Board, our per capita income 
last year was greater than in any year in our na- 
tional history prior to 1918. Figured in purchasing 
power, it was 30 per cent greater than in any year 
in our history prior to 1899. 

The reason we are dissatisfied is obvious, In view 
of the seven-league steps which have been taken in 
the last quarter-century or so in science and mass 
production methods—in the application of electricity, 
chemical science, metallurgy,. power engineering, 
plastics, plant breeding and so on—we cannot, and 
should not, be content to accept the standard of liv- 
ing of a bygone era. 

It is in just this particular that capitalistic democ- 
racy faces its severest test. The failure of our sys- 
tem to create and pass on to the people the allot- 
ment of goods which our scientific techniques are 
abundantly able to produce is grist for the Fascist 
and Left-wing propaganda mills. 

Some of the discoveries resulting from scientific 
research, we are told, are stillborn infants, denied 
life by businesses which see, or think they see, max- 
imum profits in retaining old processes. 

We have recently celebrated the 150th anniversary 
of the American patent system. Here in St. Louis, 
we saw the strange performance of a Commissioner 
of Patents who made a speech ridiculing the idea 
that our patent laws have aided monopolies—a 
rather astonishing attitude in view of the fact that 
the administration has pushed a vigorous program 
of public education looking toward patent reform. 
In addressing the Seventy-fifth Congress, President 
Roosevelt himself said: 

There are patent practices which most people 
believe should be ended. They include the 
use of patent laws to enable larger corporations 
to maintain high prices and to withhold from 
the public the advantages of the progress of 
science. 

It is no secret that these “larger corporations” 
sometimes buy up patents and file them away un- 
used to prevent the improved devices from being 
used by a competitor. As long ago as 1914, the House 
Committee on Interstate Commerce delivered a sting- 
ing indictment of this practice, which it said was 
causing “thousands of patents to lie dormant.” 

And there are other ways of discouraging the use 
of new devices. In their testimony in the patent 
hearings of the Temporary National Economic Com- 
mittee, corporation officers freely admitted that they 
put individual inventors and small companies to 
crushing expense by engaging them in long-drawn- 
out lawsuits in regard to patents they were trying to 
bring to the stage of production. Rules which per- 
mit such predatory tactics do not appear to have 
any logical relation to our vaunted system of free 
enterprise. 

It is obvious that the patent laws can be revised 
so as to encourage inventive genius without pro- 
viding a burying ground for mechanical and scien- 
tific discoveries. The progress of science represents 
a social heritage which no business organization 
should have the right to suppress. 

Laws to encourage the prompt utilization of in- 
ventions for the social good are not by any means 
the whole solution to the lag between the potentiali- 
ties of science and human welfare, but they are part 
of the answer.

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INDORSEMENT FOR ROOSEVELT’S HOSPITAL PLAN. 

The effort to make adequate medical carp more 
widely available has received notable co-oeration 
from a group within the profession itself, composed 
of physicians who have found themselves at variance 
with the policies laid down on this subject by the 
American Medical Association. Now this new group, 
whose chairman is Dr. Borden S. Veeder of St. 
Louis, has given its indorsement to the hospital pro- 
gram proposed by President Roosevelt early in the 
year. 

The plan is a relatively modest one, bit with 
prospects for great usefulness. Some 50 hospitals 
would be built by the Government, in areas in need 
of such facilities, but unable to pay for thern. The 
total cost is estimated at $7,500,000 to $10,000,000, 
and the institutions would be financed and run lo- 
cally after their construction. Such hospital); would 
not only bring much-needed health facilities to their 
communities, but they would afford valuable data 
looking to further extension of medical care by ad- 
ditional legislation later on. 

The Committee of Physicians for the Improvement 
of Medical Care, in indorsing this plan, emphasises 
that the hospital project cannot take the place of the 
broader program, as set forth in the -‘Wagne’ health 
bill. There seems no chance that Congress will act 
upon the Wagner measure at the present session, but 
the work of extending medical care would meanwhile 
be continued in some degree by the Presiderit's hos- 
pital plan. Certainly few public works projects 
would pay a bigger return than the creation of health 
facilities in some of the areas where they iire now 
woefully lacking.

Judge Thomas J. Rowe raises an issue far 
broader than the superficial limits of this 
particular case. 

There is a growing effort to restrict the 
right of newspapers to comment freely on 
court proceedings. The California Supreme 
Court has upheld contempt penalties against 
the Los Angeles Times, issued because that 
paper, in three editorials, discussed cases 
in which verdicts had been brought in but 
sentence had not been passed. 

Now Judge Rowe cites the Post-Dispatch 
on the ground that publication of two edi- 
torials and one cartoon, arising out of the 
dismissal of extortion charges against State 
Representative Edward M. (Putty Nose) 
Brady, tended “to bring the court into dis- 
repute, contumely and contempt,” “to scan- 
dalize the court and subject it to ridicule,” 
and “to interfere with, obstruct and impede 
the administration of justice” in the “pend- 
ing cause of State of Missouri vs. John P. 
Nick and Clyde A. Weston.” 

This paper had its own thoughts—which 
it published—regarding the scandalous mis- 
carriage of justice that allowed Putty 
Nose” Brady to escape scot-free from the 
extortion charge. The editorial, placing 
the blame where the Star-Times believed 
it should be placed, was entitled, “Franklin 
Miller Fails Again.” 

But, with all proper respect for Judge Rowe 
and the Circuit Court in St. Louis, we be- 
eve the Post-Dispatch is justified in rais- 
ing the issue of the constitutional freedom 
of the press in promising to defend itself in 
the contempt proceeding.

The right of a court to respectful treat- 
ment in published comment on its rulings is 
important to the administration of justice. 

But the right of citizens to criticise public 
officials is fundamental to American democ- 
racy. 

The right of a newspaper to comment 
forthrightly on the acts of Judges, follow- 
ing the close of a legal case, long has been 
recognized as essential to the defense of 
the people against what might otherwise 
develop into a judicial tyranny. 

If Judges cannot be criticised, how will 
the people ever be informed when, in the 
opinion of a newspaper, judicial errors have 
been committed? 

The public interest must be centered on 
a question broader than the relations of 
Judge Rowe and the Post-Dispatch in this 
isolated instance. 

The true public interest is in this ques- 
tion: Wil the administration of justice in 
Missouri courts, and courts all over the na- 
tion, be improved if newspapers can be pun- 
ished, in contempt proceedings, whenever 
a Judge dislikes eir comment on court 
actions? 

Will the enforcement of law and order 
be strengthened if newspapers are silenced 
by the threat of contempt proceedings which 
a precedent set by Judge Rowe in this case 
would help establish? 

The Post-Dispatch declares editorially that 
it views the contempt charge “as an at- 
tack upon the freedom of the press” and 
the paper’s “constitutional rights.” We have 
every confidence that the charge, as the 
paper pledges, will be vigorously defended, 
both in its own behalf and in behalf of all 
newspapers in America, of which, in this 
case, it is a representative.

Obtains Notable Eighteenth 
Century Painting in 
New York, 


(Picture on Page 1D.) 

A painting of “The Crucifixion” 
by Giovanni Batista Tiepolo, who 
ranks as one of the great painters 
of the eighteenth century, has been 
bought by the City Art Museum. 

Painted about the middle of the 
century, it has Leen in various col- 
lections in Europe. It was bought 
for $11,090 from the Knoedler Gal- 
lery in New York, which acquired 
it from the late Clendenin J. Ryan. 

It snows a group of people mill- 
ing about the three crosses on Gol- 
gotha. Its predominant colors are 
gray and se pia, relieved by splashes 
of blue and red in the clothes of the 
bystanders. The three figures on 
the crosses are powerfully drawn 
and an eerie light falls on the form 
of Christ on the center cross. 

Tiepolo was born in Venice in 
the early 1690s and had produced 
some paintings by the time he was 
15 years old. His output was enor- 
mous and he roved all over Italy, 
Germany and Spain, painting por- 
traits and executing mural com- 
missions. Through his years in 
Spain he exerted an influence on 
Goya and through him on Daumier, 
all of which can be noted in the 
museum’s riew acquisition: 

The museum owns one other Tie- 
polo, a sketch in oil for one if his 
Italian murals. The new painting 


has been hung in Gallery 1A, just 
to the left of the entrance.

He had packed 
a lot of learning behind his high 
brow since, a Champaign (III.) boy, 
he graduated from the University 
of Illinois in 1926, took his Ph. .D. 
at Columbia University, and went 
to teaching at New York Univer- 
sity in 1928. Why not relax with 
the “Who-Done-Its?” as required 
reading? 

Dr. Kagey tried but couldn't. 
Cross word puzzles would have 
served as well, for most mystery 
books were just puzzles laid around 
plots and people presented in a 
way to offend his intelligence. He 
couldn't read them, but he believed 
he could write some that would 
improve on the general average in 
some ways. 

He did that easily. In 19 eve- 
nings he turned out his first book. 
It sold to the first publisher who 
saw it, and not because it was sus- 
pected of being written by a doctor 
of philosophy, for it was submitted 
under the pen name, Kurt Steel, 
and all negotiations were conduct- 
ed in that name. Since then an 
ever-growing public has thrilled to 
the deductive resourcefulness of 
Hank Hyer, detective, as he has 
untangled seven murder mysteries 
in as many books by Kurt Steel. 

One, “Murder Goes to College,” 
was made into a movie, contracted 
for through the publishers under 
the name of Kurt Steel. 

Reviewers were quick to realize 
that this author had something out 
of the ordinary, although they, too, 
were in the dark as to his real 
identity. Readers were equally ap- 
preciative of real characters deftly 
drawn, a wry sort of humor, swift 
action, slick solutions, smart talk 
as well as lusty language.

They’ll Do It Every Time—By Jimmy Hatlo 
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No Reason to 
Starve Fever. 
Says Doctor

HAVE been asked to discuss the 
1 saying, Feed a cold and 
starve a fever.” 

The saying has practically no 
meaning because a cold is a fever. 
It probably originated far back in 
the dim mists of time when the doc- 
trine of humours held the field and 
heat Was supposed to be opposed 
to cold, dryness to moisture. Dis- 
ease Was supposed to be a disturb- 
ance of the balance of these qual- 
ities. - 

Fever was an abundance of heat, 
and could be reduced by lack of 
nourishment. The great Dublin 
doctor of the early nineteenth cen- 
tury, Robert Graves, spent a great 
deal of his time breaking up the 
idea of starving a fever and re- 
quested that there be inscribed on 
his tombstone the words, “He fed 
fevers.” 

Looking at the whole subject 
from an enlightened view of the 
nature of disease, we would say 
that any infection is inclined to de- 
press the digestive functions at the 
beginning of its course. The 
thought of food is repulsive. It is 
a pretty good plan to follow the 
instincts of nature in these respects 
and to follow along with the pa- 
tient’s symptoms, It does no harm, 
therefore, for most patients to go on 
a light diet or even starvation for 
the first few days of fever. 

In the case of a long-continued 
fever, on the contrary, the fever it- 
self makes very serious inroads on 
the bodily nutrition. This is true of 
typhoid fever and undulant fever. 
It is also true of tuberculosis, vhich 
is a form of fever. Under these cir- 
cumstances it would be theoretical- 
ly wise to feed enough to prevent 
this nutritional destruction. 


IN THE OLD ‘pays, when ty- 
phoid patients were starved or fed 
very sparsely and only liquid foods, 
they came out of their typhoid 
fever in a state of pitiable emacia- 
tion, This gave rise to the plan 
of full feeding in typhoid, which 
applies also to any continued fever.

So far as colds are concerned, the 
period of acute discomfort is so 
short that no real nutritional defect 
occurs. As soon as the patient with 
a cold is able to eat, it is a very 
good thing to feed him to the limit 
of his ability on sweets, salt, meats 
and fruit.

HEN a child twitches any 
part of his body and says he 
cannot help it, believe him, 
He can’t. And take pains to re- 
lieve that child of strain, or pres- 
sure, of any kind, immediately and 
take him to the doctor who under-

Healthy children have their 
nerves and muscles under con- 
trol. They don't know they have 
them. Whenever a muscle begins 
acting on its own it is telling you 
that there is trouble in the nerv- 
ous system. Don't hope that there 
is nothing the matter and tell the 
child to “Stop that.” He can't stop 
it and there is something wrong. 


You don't know what it is and he 


cannot tell you. You will have to 
have the doctor’s help, | 

Usually children do not have 
this trouble until they enter school 
and that might indicate that the 
pressure of school was too much. 
It isn’t too much on the other 
children so that would indicate 
that this child differs from them 
in a marked degree, that he is 
weaker somewhere than they. The 
teacher, the mother and the doctor 
have to put their heads together 


and study the child, the school rou- 


tine, the home life, to find the 
trouble, 

Such children should have vision 
and hearing tested at once. Tics 
are often the result of nervous ex- 
haustion caused by straining to see 
or to hear what is going on. Some- 
times the child is not nourished by 
his food. Again he may not be 
getting enough rest. Or the teach- 
er talks too loudly. It would sur- 
prise many a teacher to learn that 
this is a common charge made 
against teachers by nervously tired 
children, The field should be 
searched for the cause, the child 
put under treatment and encour- 
aged to get well.

OFTEN SUCH a child gets better 
sooner if relieved of school work. 
Mothers hate to take children out 
of school, and rightly, but there is 
no sense in sending an ailing child 
to school. He cannot learn, he is 
constantly made to feel himself in 
the wrong for something he cannot 
help. He is sick and surely nobody 
would punish a child for that? But 
many a child is punished and grows 
steadily worse under the treatment 
that is meant to cure him. 

Don’t hesitate to take such a 
child out of school. If the doctor 
says he can stand half a day’s 
work, try that, alternating the 
halves so he attends in the morn- 
ing of one day and the afternoon 
of the next. If he cannot attend at 
all, program his day at home so 
that he has a well-routined day 
that will set a healthy rhythm of 
living in his body and mind. An 
ailing child needs the supporting 
discipline of routine. He must have 
occupation and interest. And there 
must be something that he feels he 
must accomplish on time. This re- 
quires intelligent adjustment, but 
that is always possible. 

Children with these nervous dif- 
ficulties ought not to attend ex- 
citing movies and listen to fright- 
ening radia Frograms. Plenty of 
quiet occupation, rest, good food, 
and medical care will bring the 
cure promptly. Nagging will delay 
it indefinitely.

In any case, the 
fairest way to work out a scale of 
tips is on a percentage basis. In 
a very simple hotel, 5 per cent of 
the weekly bill would be sufficient.
